The defeat of the 
proposed millage for Wayne 
County Community College 
brought the following 
statement from Murray 
Jackson, president of the 
college: 

‘‘Wayne County 
Community College has lost 
in its latest attempt to secure 
an independent financial base 
of operation. We will 
continue, therefore, as the 
only county in the state that 
does not provide home 
finances for its community 
college. 

“We are still determined 
however to bring a new, 
creative and vital force to the 
people of this county. Last 
September, without the 
millage money, we opened 
our doors and let the people 
of the county vote ^es’ or 
‘no* for community 
education. 

“Almost ten thousand 
people responded by taking 
classes in the first year. This 
coming year we expect 
fourteen thousand or more to 


register, and within the 
decade we anticipate a yearly 
enrollment of some fifty 
thousand people. That is 
need; that is a ‘yes’ for 
community education; and 
we are not going to tum our 
backs on it. 

“I would be less than 
honest if I did not express my 
deep disappointment over the 
refusal of the voters to pass 
our request for millage funds. 
In our minds we have 
demonstrated over the past 
year the real need for 
community education for 
Wayne County. 

“Furthermore we have 
demonstrated, under trying 
financial conditions, that 
Wayne County Community 
College has the ability to 
meet that need with quality 
education. I honestly thought 
that, given those two pieces 
of evidence, the voters of the 
county would vote yes for 
millage. But they didn’t. 

“Taxes are high and 
people don’t want to nav anv 


more. I can understand that 
as I’m a taxpayer too. But we 
have a job to do. We are 
committed to total quality 
education for the people of 
our county and, millage or 
not, that is what we are going 
to do. 

“I call on all the citizens 
of the county, on all our 
friends in education, in the 
unions, in business, in 
government, in private life to 
step forward and give of 
themselves by helping us to 
continue and expand our 
educational opportunities for 
the people of this county. 
Wayne County Community 
College is here to stay. We are 
going to give to those who 
want it education, 
vocational-technical training 
and community service.” 

Registration for Fall 
classes will begin on Sept. 8. 
Classes in the forty-five 
learning centers of Wayne 
County Community College 
will begin on Sept. 14. 


Donald M. D. Thurber, 
chairman of the Board of 
Trustees added, 

“With the defeat of 
millage the people of Wayne 
County have taken a decided 
step backwards. The 
Community College will go 
on, ot course, in a modest 
way, but the full potential for 
service to the people will not 
be realized. This area cannot 
afford too many more lost 
opportunities to solve its 
problems and to move 
forward.”

Navy Cites Piper 


BELLEVILLE - Navy

Employees in public 
police and fire departments 
are prohibited from striking 
by law. Because of this fact, 
the legislature enacted Public 
Act 312 in 1969, effective 
Oct. 1, 1969, and expiring 
June 30, 1972. 

The enactment of this 
bill was in recognition of the 
fact that it is a requisite to 
the high morale of such 
employees and the efficient 
operation of such 
depajrtments that they be 
afforded an alternate, 
effective, and binding 
procedure for the resolution 
of disputes, Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelley reported. 

This act, he stated, 
provides for compulsory 
arbitration of labor disputes 
in municipal police and fire 
departments when an 
employee’s dispute has not 
been resolved to the 
satisfaction of both parties 
within a specified time. In 
such case, either party may 
initiate binding arbitration 


procedings by a prompt 
request therefor in writing to 
the other party with a copy 
to the labor mediation 
board. 

Within ten days 
thereafter the employer must 
choose a delegate and the 
employees’ exclusive 
bargaining representative, or 
if none, the designated 
representative in the prior 
mediation must choose a 
delegate. Each must notify 
the other and the mediation 
board of their selections. 

Thereafter these 
delegates choose an impartial 
third person to act as an 
arbitrator and the chairman 


of the panel. If they cannot 
agree on a third person, either 
may ask the chairihan of the 
state labor mediation board 
to appoint one, which he 
must do within seven days. 

The chairman calls a 
hearing to begin within 15 
days and gives the parties 
notice of the time and place. 
Any person, labor 
organization or governmental 
unit having a substantial 
interest may be granted leave, 
upon good cause shown, to 
intervene. 

The proceedings are 


informal and technical rules 
of evidence do not apply. The 
costs are shared equally by the 
parties and the state. The 
delegates, if public officers or 
employees, continue on their 
payrolls at their usual pay. 

The panel may 
administer oaths, subpoena 
witnesses and require the 

production of books and 
papers. Written findings of 
facts and a written opinion 
and order are due within 30 
days, unless the time is 
extended by consent of the 
parties.

In a close race, Incumbent 
Treasurer Bertram Bradley 
held onto his post by 
defeating Richard Krajewski, 
the Homeowners’ candidate, 
with 418 votes to Krajewski's 
407 votes. 

Virgil W. Humphreys, 
former member of the 
Sumpter School District, lead 
the voting in the four-year 
trustee post race with 399. 
Also nominated was James 
Brown with 378. 

Trailing were Paul P. 
Krystyniak with 342, 
Township Trustee Michael 


Kozma with 169, Woodford 
Ennis with 164, George 
Sherwood with 132 and Cecil 
Lawson with 120. 

The sole Republican on 
the township ballot, Frank 
Januszyk was automatically 
nominated for a four-year 
trustee post with 57 votes. 

In the short term trustee 
race, Louis Bantoai was 
nomianted with 404 votes,

votes, and James Patton with 
82. There were no 
Republicans running for this 
post. 

Four men were nominated 
from the field for the 
Democratic nomination for 
constable. Nominated were

Noted Conservationist 


Retires , Almost At 83 


BY JAMES A.O. CROWE 

Lumberman, reporter, 
columnist, editorial writer, 
publicist, market hunter, 
radio commentator, lecturer, 
teacher, novelist, freelance 
writer, conservationist, 
devoted outdoor sportsman 
and raconteur. 

All these words and many 
more describe the legendary 
career of Lee J. Smits, a 
member of Michigan’s first 
conservation commission and 
key figure in the founding of 
the National Wildlife 
Federation. 


Cassapolis in the 1830’s and 
ran a newspaper there for 50 
years. Lee was born there on 
March 21, 1887. 

An early devotee of the 
outdoor life, he tells of 
catching 3 x h brook trout as a 
boy in the streams around 
Jackson where his father, a 
Congregationalist minister 
held a long pastorate. 

After high school, he 
worked for a while as a 
shanty boy in the lumber 
camps, and he is still telling 
the often racy stories of those 
rip roaring days. 



1940 when he returned to 
Detroit to become a radio 
newscaster, first on WWJ-The 
Detroit News and then, under 
gas company sponsorship, on 
WXYZ for 15 years. Since 
1956, he has been a “special 
representative” for the 
company, which meant he 
made up to 200 lectures and 
personal appearances a year. 

In recent years, Lee has 
also been writing an outdoors 
column which the company 
supplied without charge to 
weekly and small daily 
newspapers in Michigan as a 
public relations gesture. 


Now the people at 
Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company and other friends 
are throwing a party later this 
month for Lee, because, at 
83, they tell me he is retiring. 

This is like trying to get me 
to believe that the Great 
Lakes have dried up. It 
seemed that Lee's working 
days, which started in the 
lumber camps along the 
Sturgeon River before the 
turn of the century, would 
never end. 

Since those far-off days 
when Michigan was young, 
Lee has been credited with 
doing more to spread the 
gospel of good conservation 
in the state than anyone 
living. 

His roots are deeply 
planted in his native state. His 
grandfather came to 


He tried Olivet College for 
a little while, but his higher 
education ended when the 
college president caught him 
coming out of a beer garden 
in town in his freshman year. 

“That must have been 
around 1904,” says Lee, who 
has never been known to have 
been pinned down on any 
exact dates or precise details 
of his life. 

He arrived in Detroit some 
time later, and found the true 
love of his life — 
newspapering. He was a 
reporter, columnist, editorial 
writer and even, briefly, 
editor for the old Detroit 
Journal, Detroit News and 
Detroit Times. 

He was outdoors editor of 
the Times in 1927 when then 
Gov. Fred W. Green 
appointed him to the

newly-created Michigan 
Conservation Commission, on 
which he served until 1931. It 
was in here somewhere that 
he left for Washington for a 
while to serve as publicity 
director of the National 
Wildlife Federation, then 
being formed as the major 
national voice of organized 
sportsman. 

In between and during all 
this, he wrote one novel, 
‘‘The Spring Flight,” a 
textbook on conservation and 
innumerable stories and 
articles for magazines. 

He worked briefly on 
many newspapers outside 
Detroit, from Marquette to 
New York, and never let any 
of his jobs interfere with 
hunting and fishing trips. 

Lee settled down a little in 


Now Lee is setting up his 
own little syndicate to sell 
the column to the same 
papers and any others who 
will buy. 

I told you I couldn't 
believe his career is over.

The township’s Board of 
Appeals had granted approval 
for such a building at its 
April 16, 1968 meeting. The 
approval for the structure on 
the site presently zoned RIB 
(residential) was granted on 
the basis of a child care 
center. The board felt that it 
was the best use of the area 
and the location for the 
building. 

The planners in 
coasidering the use of the 
property agreed with the 
Board of Appeals that the 
proposed Girlstown 
Foundation Home was the 
proper use of the property in 
its present zoning. 

The planners 
recommended that at its next 
regular meeting there be a 
motion to strengthen the 
Board of Appeals decision 
and allow construction to 
begin.

Democratic Primary 


Is Area's Best Show

There is no show in western Wayne County that can attract 
more public attention than a Democratic party primary' 
election. 

With the heavily Democratic leanings of area voters as a 
backdrop, the Democratic primary candidates go into the 
biannual bloodletting with virtual election to office at stake. 

Chances are the general election in November will be a 
quiet affair in western Wayne County with attention centered 
on the statewide races for Governor and United States 
Senator. 

The most dramatic primary contest in the area was that for 
the 13th State Senatorial Democratic nomination. Incumbent 
Sen. William Faust showed unexpected strength in crushing 
the hopes of challenger Vincent Petitpren, who gave up his 
37th State Representative seat to run for the Senate. 

Petitpren had chosen this race as a turning point in his 
political career. A proven votegetter, Petitpren ran a strong, 
aggressive campaign that left some tempers hot. Right up to 
election night, it looked to many observers as if Petitpren 
would have a fighting chance. 

What most of the observers didn’t bargain for was the solid 
grass-roots power of William Faust. Faust’s campaign was not 
rated as a strong one, especially by his own standards. The 


result showed that Faust had won the confidence of the voters 
during the past four years of his Senate term. 

Among the highlights of the Faust— Petitpren race: 

Both Faust and Petitpren had trouble winning their home 
precincts in Westland. Petitpren won his Elliott School area 
precinct by eight votes, and Faust carried his Palmer— Wayne 
Rd. area precinct by 13 votes. 

The 28th precinct, in southeast Westland, was the center of 
a recent controversy over development of an industrial park in 
the all-black area. Petitpren had supported those who opposed 
the industrial park, and was expected to gain votes because of 
it. 

The results showed Faust winning the area 249 votes to 44 
votes, apparently because of strong Faust support among 
community leaders. 

Another big surprise was the stunning victory' won bv 
incumbent State Rep. James Tierney o*er his Democratic 
primary opponent. Garden City Mayor Timothy Murphy. 

Murphy didn’t carry a single Carder. City precinct, and lost 
his home precinct to Tierney by a 162—49 vote margin. In 
Westland, Tierney took every pre:inct and the victory 
extended to every other community in the 36th District. 

Murphy had garnered a number if endorsements from 
party and union groups, but apparently the political advantage 


did not extend to the voters themselves. Murphy had attacked 
Tierney’s relatively conservative voting record, which he 
characterized as not progressive and anti-union. 

What the voters indicated, finally, was that Tierney’s voting 
record follows closely the beliefs of his constituents, and that 
Murphy’s claims probably only served to convince the voters 
that they favored Tierney. 

In the 37th State Representative District, a tight race 
between former Westland Mayor Thomas H. Brown and 
Westland Councilman Mrs. Justine Bams was won decisively 
by Brown. 

It was apparently Brown’s familiarity with voters that 
sealed his victory. A figure on the local scene for many years, 
Brown’s name was better known than Mrs. Barns’. Mrs. Bams’ 
campaign was the more aggressive, but she apparently had 
more ground to make up than observers had believed. 

Many politicians thought Mrs. Bams would pick up a strong 
female vote, but this did not materialize. 

Mrs. Barns showed strength in one area— the new 
subdivisons of the western side of Westland, where most voters 
were casting their first primary ballots since moving to the 
area. Brown was beaten in the same area a year ago in his try 
for re-election as Westland mayor. 

Brown and Mrs. Barns split the precincts in Westland’s 


Norwayne area, where both live. Brown’s victory in his own 
precinct was stronger than Mrs. Barns’ edge in hers. 

Brown’s reputation as Westland mayor apparently carried 
over to areas of Westland in the 36th District. There Brown 
received a single write-in vote. 

Brown ran well in all cities of the 37th District, carrying 
Wayne, Westland and Inkster. 

In Westland’s north end, Richard Stempien had hoped to 
win enough votes to defeat incumbent State Rep. Richard 
Young in the 33rd District Democratic primary'. But Stempien 
lost his home area in Westland by more than 200 votes. 

Young racked up large margins in his home areas of 
Dearborn Heights. Stempien’s name identification with Rep. 
Marvin Stempien of Livonia, a cousin, may have helped in 
Livonia precincts in the 33rd District, where Stempien took 
the eoge by a handful of votes over Young. 

In the 38th State Representative District, incumbent 
Edward Mahalak won a decisive victory over challenger Carl 
Morris in the Democratic primary . Morris had been given a 
good chance to win because of his long record of service in 
education, a key issue in the area. 

But Mahalak’s political power was underrated, the re-ults 
proved, and Mahalak won most areas of the district. The fact

Jackson Statement 


Follows Millage Defeat 


The defeat of the 
proposed millage for Wayne 
County Community College 
brought the following 
statement from Murray 
Jackson, President of the 
college: “Wayne County 
Community College has lost 
in its latest attempt to secure 
an independent financial base 
of operation. 


“We will continue 
therefore, as the only county 
in the state that does not 
provide home finances for its 
community college. We are 
still determined however to 
bring a new, creative and vital 
force to the people of this 
county. 

Last September, without 
the millage money, we 
opened our doors and let the 
people of the county vote 
‘yes’ or ‘no’ for community 
education. 

Almost ten thousand 
people responded by taking 
classes in the first year. This 
coming year we expect 
fourteen thousand or more to 
register, and within the 
decade we anticipate a yearly 
enrollment of some fifty 
thousand people. That is 
need; that is a ‘yes’ for 
community educaiton; and 
we are not going to turn our 
backs on it. 

“I would be less than 
honest if I did not express my 
deep disappointment over the 
refusal of the voters to pass 
our request for millage funds. 
In our minds we have 
demonstrated over the past 
year the real need for 
community education for 
Wayne County.

and community service. 

“Registration for fall 
classes will begin on 
September 8. 

“Classes in the forty -five 
learning centers of Wayne 
County Communtiy College 
will begin on September 14.” 


Donald M.D. Thurber, 
Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees said: “With the 
defeat of millage the people 
of Wayne County have taken 
a decided step backwards.

Cores Of Golf Balls 
Could Cause Injury 


Don’t let children play or 
experiment with golf balls: 
the result could be a severe 
eye Injury. 

That’s the word from the 
National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness, 
which has received a number 
of reports of eye injuries 
caused by golf balls exploding 
when children cut them open 
to “see what's inside.” 

The danger lies in the 


ball’s liquid core, which Is 
under pressure of up to 2,500 
pounds per square Inch and 
can easily explode if pierced 
or cut into. An additional 
hazard exists from the 
chemicals which are used to 
make up the cores of several 
brands of golf balls. 

The substance used for ball 
cores varies with the 
manufacturer, and the list of 
possible ingredients, 
according to information 
received by the society, 


Includes sulfuric acid, barium 
salts, zinc sulfide, silicone, 
gelatin, com syrup, ethylene 
glycol, lead oxide paste 
mineral oil, sodium 
hydroxide, castor oil and 
water. 

‘'Only recently,” reports 
Wilfred *D. David, M.D., the 
society’s executive director, 
“we were apprised of a case 
In which an Oklahoma City 
fourth grader was sprayed 1 n 
the face with the liquid 
chemical from the core of a 


golf ball he had punctured. In 
this Instance, the child was 
fortunate — two of his 
classmates had the foresight 
to bathe his eyes while 
another went for help, with 
the result that the boy 
suffered only minor eye 
bums. Other children engaged 
In similar “experiments” have 
not been as lucky. 

The society urges that golf 
balls be kept on the fairway 
— and out of the hands of 
youngsters.

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Regent Selections Pose 
Serious State Challenge 


Both major political parties will nominate 
eight candidates to elective boards which run 
Michigan’s colleges and universities. 

The jobs are overshadowed by the 
political prestige of a governor or a United 
States Senator and, in the way partisans 
measure things, they are extras without 
much real significance. 

This year the realities of crisis on the 
campuses make these choices among the 
most vital either party can make 

Two candidates will be nominated by 
each party for the University of Michigan 
Board of Regents, the Michigan State 
University Board of Trustees, the Wayne 
State University Board of Governors and the 
State Board of Education. 

Too often these nominations have been 
the prize for years of political hackdom, a 
deep bow to a special interest group or a 
casual payoff for a real or fancied 
contribution to the public good. 

None of these boards have covered itself 
with glory as the crisis on the camp s has 
erupted into perhaps the major issue of our 
time. 

At the University of Michigan, the 
Regents responded to a violent student sit-in 
by agreeing in hilarious confusion to give 
blacks a 10 percent quota of the student 
body by 1975. There was no meaningful 
negotiation or authority expressed. 


The Regents solved the crisis by running 
away. 


At Michigan State University, the 
Trustees turned it all over to administrators 
who solved the problem Of student

For generations academicians have 
preached to all who would listen that a 
university is a place of inquiry and that they 
needed freedom to pursue knowledge. 

In their first major test of freedom — 
with the public watching to test whether 
administrators and professors could, indeed, 
run their universities — they failed, 
miserably. 

Even Gov. Milliken has been trying to 
abolish the State Board of Education, 
created in its present form by the 1963 
constitution. 

Its members have spent endless hours and 
days fighting partisan battles, some 
promoting themselves for higher office, 
others nit-picking over minor philosophical 
and personal views. 

None of the boards has shown an ability 
to control even the administrators they hire. 
None has grasped the full meaning or 
realized in any substantial way the 
importance of making policy for what others 
have called the major hope of mankind. 

That’s why what the Democrats do in 
Grand Rapids at their nominating 
convention Aug. 22 and what the 
Republicans do in Detroit Aug. 29 will be 
crucial this election year. 

The early pattern is bleak. Even the MSU 
alumni have established teams to propose 
candidates for each party, an approach more 
likely to produce football stars and lead 
singers in fraternity quartets. 

We concede that both parties have a 
self-perpetuating duty to nominate 
candidates who are attractive to the voters 
and who can be elected. 

This year — in the light of the record — 
we feel it’s conceivable that the voters will 
find most attractive those candidates capable 
of running a univeristy, or at the least, those 
with enough statesmanship to run the 
administrators, on behalf of the peoples of 
the state of Michigan.

Takes A Backward

The Wayne County Community College met 
disaster for the second time at the polls last week. 
As a result, the 9000 students already attending 
the college may be left out in the cold. 

An estimated 50,000 more persons per year in 
the next few years will have to look elsewhere for 
community college education. 

It is an educational disaster, particularly for 
those young people and interested adults who live 
in western Wayne County. If Schoolcraft College 
and Henry Ford Community College ever tighten 
their entrance requirements for residents — many 
of us could find ourselves out in the cold. 

The election debacle leaves Wayne County as 


one of the only populous counties in the nation 
without a community college system. Community 
colleges already exist in Oakland and Macomb 
Counties, as well as Monroe and Washtenaw 
counties on Wayne county borders. 

The reasons for the defeat are not entirely 
clear, although it has now become unmistakeably 
clear that Wayne County residents will not 
approve a community college measure as long as 
the present ‘surly’ voter mood continues. 

A lot of ideas have been offered to explain the 
failure of the community college millage. High tax 
rates, particularly those which h a ve risen 
massively in the last few years, are causing some of 
the discontent. 

Student protests and campus violence have 
soured many voters on high education. This has 
created a backlash particularly among middle class 


white voters who make up the majority of those 
balloting in Western Wayne County. 

Another reason, perhaps most important, is 
that the people of western Wayne County do not 
value higher education enough to provide it for 
their own children. 

Obviously, there are many who do want the 
community college, but the majority seems to 
believe that it is not necessary at all. Perhaps these 
are the same people who believe that in the 
present complex world the school systems can go 
back to the three ‘R’s. 

What affect this absence of mind on the part of 
area voters will have on young people is 
unpredictable. But, one thing is most certain: The 
effect will not be g good one. The voters have 
chosen convenience at the expense of their own 
children.

Primary elections in Michigan as well as western Wayne 
County are now history. The winners will head on into battle 
for the right to represent the public following November’s 
general election. The losers will lick their wounds and start 
planning for the next one, maybe. 

It seems funny, but these electoral marathons which occur 
with a surprising degree of regularity are looked forward to by 
so many yet participated in by so few. 

Even a presidental race only draws between 60 and 70 
percent of the voters. Off-year primary elections draw around 
30 per cent on the average and this year’s election was no 
different. 

Elections are as much a part of American folklore as the 
donkey and the elephant. Campaigns are planned to have 
finesse and polish and usually end up with all the romance of a 
ballad sung by the MC 5. 

People come out to see, to hear, sometimes to laugh. 
People seem interested in the campaign, but they don’t have 
enought interest to go the full route and head out to the polls. 

The candidates spend a lot of time preparing for the 
election. Untold thousands of dollars are spent on balloons, 
banners, bumper stickers, badges, signs billboards and 
what-have-vou. Voters enjoy the hand outs, politely listen to 
the platform of the candidate in question, then retire to their 
barbeque pits. 

Election day rolls around and they are still waiting for the 
charcoal to dry out. 

This writer finds it hard to figure out why people just don’t 
care. They don’t bother to vote, yet you can bet a case of 
ketchup and mustard that they will be the first to complain 
once Charlie Legislator or Herman Councilman does something 
that isn’t quite to the chef’s liking. 

So goes the story. 

Everyone has a right to complain, after all, that old 
expression says it’s a free country. Everyone also has a right to 
vote but a lot of people always have an excuse for not making 
it to the polls. A lot of times they just can’t be bothered. 

The November election is still a few months off. Why not 
get involved for a change, why not vote. Some people may be 
surprised to find out that voting machines are now automated 
and all you have to do is push a few levers. 


A few short months ago, we indicated in 
these columns that a clean, open campaign 
would benefit the communtiy and allow the 
voters to choose their candidates in an 
atmosphere of honest competition. 


We do not believe such campaign 
techniques should be condoned by the 
citizens.

Milliken Prepares For 


Fair play should not be compromised for 
the sake of personal ambition. This should 
be true in the political arena as well as in 
other areas of human endeavor. We believe 
this. We believe the people of western Wayne 
County believe it. 

And we will speak out any time we feel 
the principals of fair play are violated. 

In the campaign for the nomination to 
the State Senate in the Democratic primary 
in the 13th District, the contest fell short of 
measuring up to standards of fair play. 

We are speaking specifically about 
literature distributed in the last days of the 
campaign by State Rep. Vincent Petitpren’s 
supporters, attacking Sen. William Faust. 

The literature openly indicated that, 
because Sen. Faust was not married and did 
not have children, he was somehow lacking 
in the ability to represent the 13th District. 
We find the implication unpleasant, 
unwarranted and unfair. 

The literature indicated that labels like 
“excellent” and “poor” could be applied to 
the attendance records of Petitpren and 
Faust respectively. This is a matter of 
dispute, and the innuendo was unfair. 

The literature further indicated that 
Faust was to blame because he did not chair 
any legislative committee. In a Republican 
controlled Senate, no Democrat can head a 
committee.

LANSING — Gov. Milliken blinked away the 
sting of the primary election and said Republican 
campaigners will have to re-gear for the long drive 
toward Nov. 3. 

It was the most poignant understatement since 
Custer called for more troops at Little Big Horn. 


Senator Sander M. Levin, the Democratic nominee 
for his own job, by putting down early criticism 
that he lacks the clout of leadership in his own 
party. 

Levin largely ignored his three primary 
opponents, zinging at Milliken on the leadership 
issue. The close race Huber ran against Lenore 
validates the charge for Democrats. 

For it was Lenore — the wife of Milliken’s 
political benefactor — who won a confusing 
concensus designation of Republican leaders in a 
series of meetings boycotted by Huber. 

Huber charged that former Gov. Goege 
Romney, now secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development in the Nixon administration, 
engineered the consensus by calling in his political 
due bills from Milliken and U.S. Senator Robert P. 
Griffin. 

And as he departed. Huber took a chunk of the 
Republican vote with him. 

Milliken and his aides contend there was no 
single or indentifiable number of factors. The 
conservative swing, they say, was overstressed by 
the light voter turnout over the state. 

The governor said a series of stories in The 
Detroit News indicating that Romney was going to 
use federal housing funds as a club to force 
integration on the Detroit suburbs hurt her there. 

The fear that existing institutions cannot 
control crime on the streets and upheaval on the

campuses was also a factor. Huber’s underdog role 
attacking the Establishment was another. 

Three weeks before the primary Griffin and 
Milliken were plainly worried about Lenore. 
Shortly after, she switched from a general appeal 
to comment on the issues Huber had discussed all 
along. 

By concentratedly down playing the Romney 
name, she emphasized it. She stated repeatedly 
that she was her own woman, her own candidate, 
and would not trade on the Romney name. 

She parted company with the Nixon 
administration on inflation, calling for wage and 
price guidelines, and only qualifiedly supported the 
President’s invasion into Cambodia routing out 
sanctuaries. 

Now Milliken and other top Republican brass 
are convinced Lenore needs help against Hart. And 
Democrats, impressed at the array, know Hart 
must campaign harder than 1964 when he 
defeated Mrs. Elly Peterson by 900,000 votes in a 
3 million-vote general election. 

Milliken, in his own race, said he wasn’t 
surprised that Howell Publisher James C. Turner 
picked up 100,000 votes. 

But Turner — bereft of issues except corruption 
in high places — was running without money, 
without high priced staffers and against an 
incumbent with a statewide name. 

Milliken hop-scotched over the Romney 
problem by challenging Levin to a nonpartisan 
hiatus to get major legislation passed this fall. 


'There is, of course, one practical reason 
why personal considerations should be left 
out of politics. The reason is: such practices 
have no bearing on a candidate’s ability to 
serve in public office. The voting public can 
learn nothing of value from hearing 
irresponsible innuendoes. 

We do not believe unfair campaign 
practices are the province of any single 
candidate. Innuendoes in a political 
campaign are nothing new. Such practices 
became apparent in the mayoral contest in 
Livonia, and that incident prompted our 
previous request for an open, fair campaign. 

We hope that, in the coming general 
election campaign, fairness in campaign 
tactics will be the rule. The citizens of 
western Wayne County' deserve nothing less 
from the candidates for all offices, of all 
parties. 

At any rate, the voters have spoken in the 
primary elections. We do not believe 
objectionable campaign practices were 
honored by those who voted. This should be 
an indication that unfair campaign tactics 
are a losing proposition. 


Republican leaders in Michigan suffered an 
agonizing victory in the Aug. 4 primary, handed 
Democrats ammunition for the campaign ahead 
and watched a schism develop in their own party, 
own party. 

Milliken smiled through the disappointment 
and, tactically sought to take the news play away 
from the tight victory of Lenore Romney over 
State Senator Robert J. Huber in the U.S. Senate 
race. 

“It certainly suggests that a great deal of work 
has to be done, a great deal of work has to be done 
in both the Republican party and among the 
Democrats and independents,” he said. 

“What really counts now is how we move into 
the fall campaign. My approach will be as I’ve 
indicated. It’s going to be a hard hitting fighting 
campaign.” 

Milliken’s task is to regroup the party from the 
conservative Huber split-off, help Lenore move 
against incumbent Democratic U.S. Senator 
Philip A. Hart.

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Concerned Residents 
Speak On Book Ban 

To The Editor: 

In regards to your article covering the last school board 
meeting, we think a few statements should be made. Your 
reporter did not write an eyewitness account of what went on.

signatures against it.

It is our opinion that there may be a grudge held by the 
members of that committee against those of us who petitioned 
against the filth proposed for our children. 

Mr. Neville and Mr. Barsemian both are in favor of their 
children reading the book. That is fine with uu. Let them go 
out and buy it from the “Book Nook.” But many of us object 
to God’s name being taken in vain and cursing being used in a 
school book. We also object to any sacreligious materials being 
given to our children by the schools. We do not care what the 
two men want for their children. 

Mr. Neville was quoted in your paper referring to the 
objectors of the book as “a little band of people”. Isn’t it odd 
that your reporter failed to state that we have made it clear 
that 13 churches and their congregations are in favor of a ban? 

Our main question is “Who are our school’s board and our 
administrators trying to please?” Surely not the parents, and 
obviously they don’t care what the churches think! 

Maybe some of the reporters here in our town should do 
some articles on our so-called PTA Council and report on the 
political power they seem to have. Also the power that they 
seem to have in approving materials tor our children. 

Maybe it should be told that the PTA has been taking 
stands on items in the past that certainly would not seem to be 
an asset to our children.

that Morris had been identified with Sen. Faust and Mahalak 
with Rep. Pttitpren aid not appear to greatly affect the voters. 

In the 24th County Commission race, the Democratic 
nomination was won by John Sabo, a Taylor barber, by a 
handful of votes over incumbent Edmund Bizek. Sabo’s 
stunning victory in Taylor, where he led the nearest contender 
by 900 votes, apparently clinched his nomination. 

All candidates, including Belleville Mayor Royce Smith and 
Mrs. Mary Washburn of Taylor made strong showings, but the 
vote was split along too many lines for any to overcome Sabo’s 
Taylor showing. 

Bizek had been identified with the Zak supporteis on the 
Board of Commissioners and with the move for higher salaries 
for the County Board. While this may have been a factor In his 
defeat, Bizek did not appear to have suffered too great a loss 
of support because of it. 

More likely to have been eliminated because of the pay 
issue was Ralph P. Turco, the Incumbent Commissioner in the 
25th District, who iost to James McCartney of Westland. 

Turco ran third in a crowded field, among five candidates 
who garnered a relatively even number of votes. McCartney’s 
total reached the 2500 mark, with the rest gathered in the 
1600 to 1200-vote range. A decisive margin was won by 
McCartney in Garden City, where he won more than 1000 
votes. 

Turco had been identified with the Zak forces on the 
County Board. 

In the race for Commissioner in the 20th District, Roy 
Lancaster lost a bid to unseat incumbent appointee John 
Lesinski, in a contest which saw Lancaster win the backing of 
most of the party and union organizations. 

Lancaster won Inkster precincts in the district by about 
150 votes, but Lesinski did better in Dearborn and Dearborn 
Heights areas of the district. In an odd sidelight, Lancaster

received a write-in vote in Inkster, even though he was on the 
ballot. 

Incumbent Township officials in Sumpter, Van Buren and 
Huron lost their bids for re-election in many cases. A 
homeowners slate headed by Elmer Parraghi carried Sumpter’s 
Democratic primary, while a republican slate headed by 
Douglas Rhoads won in Huron. 

Rodney Bly upset incumbent Supervisor Edward Stoelton 
in Van Buren. 

In Canton Township, incumbent treasurer Forrest Truesdell 
was beaten by George Campbell, the challenger, in the 
Democratic primary. 

In some unusual results across western Wayne County : 

A person named ‘Lobsinger’ won one write-in vote for 
Sheriff in Westland. Lobsinger would most likely refer to 
Donald Lobsinger, militant head of the reactionary group 
Breakthrough. 

Rank and file Republicans in Westland and Garden City 
rejected Mrs. Lenore Romney, and gave majorities to 
challenger State Sen. Robert Huber by small margins in the 
Republican U.S. Senate primary. In Wayne and Inkster, Mrs. 
Romney held an edge. 

In Inkster, four votes for Republican precinct delegate on a 
write-in ballot apparently were mixed up, and the candidate 
was named instead as a precinct delegate for the American 
Independent Party. 

The error might have been on the part ot the voters or 
could have been a mistaken finding by the poll workers who 
recorded vote. 

American Independent Party candidate Peter Bill, seeking 
the nomination for State Senator in the 12th District, did not 
receive a single vote in Inkster. 

A candidate named James L. McCormick picked up three 
write-in votes in Westland and two write-in votes in Inkster for 
the Republican nomination for Governor. 

Republican gubernatorial candidate James Turner almost won 
one precinct in Garden City over incumbent Governor William 
Milliken in the Republican primary.
